Arabs Reportedly Won’t Push 
UN Voie on Palestinian State

UNITED NATIONS, Oct. 27.— 
The Arab countries have agreed 
not to press for a Security Coun- 
cil vote on a plan to establish a 
Palestine state in the Israeli 
occupied West Bank of the Jor- 
dan River and the Gaza Strip. 
diplomatic sources said today. 

‘They said that the decision 
reflects an Arab desire to avoid 
8 U.S.-Arab confrontation while 
efforts are under way to recon- 
vene the Geneva Middle Hast 
peace conference. 

The Arab countries also are 
weary of creating the impression 
of an overkill when the General 
Assembly is likely to censure 
Israel unanimously for allowing 
Jewish settlements m the occu 
pied Arab territories. the sources 
said. 


The Arab move wes welcomed 
by members of the 15nation 
council. “It's not only an act of 
moderation, but also good polt- 
tics,” a Western delegate said. 

In Tel Aviv, military sources 
said Israel will establish two new 
settlements In army camps on 
the occupied West Bank of the 
Jordan next week.

U.S. Seen Changing Greece Envoy Choice 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 \AP1.— 
The Carter administration in 
tends to withdraw the nomina- 
tion of carger diplomat Willian 
Schaufele as ambassador to 
Greece, informed sources ‘say. 

Officials feel his effectiveness 
would be impaired because of 
hostile Greek reaction to ἃ 
remark he made before a Senate 
committee, according to the 
sources.

What should the world do now about 
South Africa? What can it do? The ques- 
tions arise from last week's shutdown of 
leading black newspapers and virtually ali 
organizations working to break down racia! 
barriers. Clearly, Prime Minister Vorster ang 
his Afrikaner colleagues have no intention 
of ever recognizing even moderate black 
political leadership. 

The question arises first—as often before 
—in the United Nations. For years. black 
African states have called fur pressure to 
force South Africa to abandon apartheid and 
all the dehumanizing practices that go with 
it, And for years, Western governments 
have recoiled from economic pressure on 
Pretoria, settling for verbal condemnations 
and a voluntary. far irom universally ob- 
served, embargo on major arms shipments. 


κ τ 


What can the world du to bend the South 
African regime's policies? Even severe eco- 
nomic pressure in the form of oil and trade 
embargoes might be ineffective, perhaps 
counterproductive. South Africa's economy 
depends for growth upon extensive foreign 
trade and investment and some of its whites 
might flee if the going gets rough. But the 
dominant Afrikaners will likely choose to 
tighten belts rather than change course; they 
have no place to run. And in such circum- 
stances, blacks—already suffering from 
Severe unemployment—would be the first to 
lose their jobs. 

The problem Is compounded by the defects 
of the United Nations. Apartheid in 811 {ts 
forms is first of all an issue of human rights, 
but the UN machinery for dealing with 
human rights offenses has no teeth. Indeed 
the Charter provides no mechanism for os- 
tracizing states unless they are judged to be 
a “threat to the peace." Only after the UN 
Security Council makes such a finding can 
it formally require sanctions. 

African states regard South Africa as 8 
threat to the peace because they predict that 
the growing domestic black opposition will 
be forced into armed resistance. Black guer- 
rillas and South African forces altke would 
then spill over the borders of neighboring 
states, thus indeed threatening international 
peace. The Western governments have re- 
sisted such a finding by the Security Coun- 
cil—not always because they dispute the 
logic but because they fear that it would in- 
crease the pressure for further action. And 
80, of course, it would. The record of sanc- 
tions against Rhodesia shows that the veto 
power, or simple disregard, are protection 
enough against a ranaway diplomacy, but 
Societies with extenstve economic ties to 


South Africa naturally worry about treading 
on a slippery slope. 

There has been another reason for West- 
ern restraint: The view that South Africa‘s 
government ts only one detestable regime 
among many, some of which, indeed. lead the 
clamor against it. True enough. There 15 
sufficient repression to keep the United Na- 
tions occupied the year round. But in inter- 
national as in domestic politics, one takes 
one’s opportunities and allies as one finds 
them. The fact js that virtually all the 
world’s governments now find it possible—or 
expedient—to πὸ wp against Pretoria, 
whereas too few will speak out against mass 
murder in Uganda or the repression of dis- 
sidents in Czechoslovakia, for instance. 
Flagrant racism has simply become unaccept- 
able—and almost everywhere. If tomorrow. 
there should be a consensus against other 
forms of repression, then they, too, can be 
attacked. 

So the issue is not whether the available 
instrument for UN condemnation is per- 
fectly suited to the occasion or whether 
it should also be used against other govern- 
ments. The question is whether the United 
States and other nations should finally join 
in the only available technique for register- 
ing humanity's horror of apartheid and the 
South African regime's determination to pre- 
serve it at almost any cost. South Africa 
should be branded 2 threat to the peace. The 
voluntary arms embargo should be made 
mandatory by the Security Council. .

These would remain, nonetheless, symbolic 
acts. They would offend many white South 
Africans but they would not hurt much. And 
that is why the United States and other na- 
tions naving close economic relations with 
South Africa should register their opposi- 
tion in yet other ways. At the least, these 
relations should become less cozy and con- 
sideration should begin of sterner measures 
in the future. For the United States, such 
measures could Include the end of Export- 
Import Bank trade credits, of counseling ser- 
vices to businesses operating in South Africa 
and of encouragements to further invest- 
ment in South Africa. ‘ 

The U.S. purpose in the years ahead would 
be not to destroy the Pretoria regime—that 
is not possible—but to emphasize the iscla~ 
tion of white South Africans if they persist 
io denying political rights to blacks. To rec- 
ognize that the United States and other 
nations cannot reorder the political life of 
South Africa is no reason—or excuse—for

Thailand in Trouble 


It is a sad thing to see Thailand, pitching 
about like a scow in a storm. The reasons for 
its now-chronic instability are not hard to 
find. Under the stresses of war and moder- 
nization, the power of the military and its 
civilian business partners grew apace. Thus 
was the governing elite progressively re- 
moved from contact with the rest of the 
country’s real needs and out into ἃ position 
to make or unmake governments practically 
at will. The students,. representing an un- 
deniable moral force, forced out the military 
in 1973. But the ill-prepared and weak 
ον δὴ governments that followed could not 
run Thailand effectively, and civilian gov- 
ernment itself fell victim to a'coup a year 
ago. Just the other day the officers who had 
made that coup deposed their chosen civilian 
figureheads and installed one of thelr own, 
Defense Minister Sangad Chaloryu, as nomi- 
nally the No. 1 man.

Adm. Sangad at once assured his 42 mil- 
lion countrymen that his purpose is to re- 
tum to democracy expeditiously, and mean- 
while to rule more llberally. The new “rev- 
olutionary group” aims for elections next 


year. But how does a country like Thailand 
return to democracy? Actually, “return” is 
8ἃ misleading word. In “modern” times, the 
Thais have not known democracy in any- 
thing resembling a ‘Western sense for more 
than a few uneasy years at a time. There 
have been a dozen constitutions since 1932. 


* * * 


At different times, including, one ‘hopes, 
right now, the United States has urged dem- 
ocratic ways upon the Thais. But in fact the 
postwar thrust of US. policy. deepened 
rather than begun during the Vietnam war, 
has been to enlist Thailand in an antl-Com- 
munist alliance. The practical effect of this 
policy was to strengthen precisely those ele- 
ments in Thai society least devoted to repre- 
sentative government. Though the Indo- 
china wars have ended and the anti-Com- 
munist edge of U.S. policy in the region has 
been dulled, the countries of Southeast Asia 
still must cope internally with the stresses 
generated in the postwar period. To salute 
Adm. Sangad’s intentions, therefore, is not 
to be sanguine about his capacity to put 
them into effect.

Deception in Biko Death 


The autopsy report on Steve Biko seems 
to confirm the most pessimistic assumptions 
about his death. The kind of injuries de- 
sertbed, coupled with the finding that some 
of them were imposed over a week-long 
period, can scarcely be ascribed to any cause 
other than vicious assault at the hands of 
those in whose custody he remained between 
his arrest and death . - . 

In the last 18 months there have been 
21 eases, including that of Mr. Biko, in which 
prisoners in South Africa have died in ex- 


tremely suspicious circumstances. In each 
case there has been cover stories put out. 
The cover story in the Biko case, though put 
out with the authority of the minister of 
justice, James Kruger himself, nas now been 
disproved by the pathologist's report. 

We are not therefore dealing with the 
serious suspicion of murder by 2 person or 
persons unknown, though in official posi- 
tion, but with suspicion of a pattern of 
deliberate murder, concealed ὃν deliberate 
deception.

There’s Gold in Them Thar Cana 


By George McArthur 


BaAnckos.—rev people are 

more interested in the price 
of gold than Prasert Buaban, who 
makes hig contribution to tie 
Tare metals industry from a posi- 
tion walst deep in one of Bang- 
kok's dirtiest and smelilest ca- 
nals. 


Most casual observers think 
Prasert 49 fishing, although they 
might wonder if any fish could 
survive in the polluted waters of 

canals, Actually, Pra- 
sert is looking for gold, even 
though he knows he will make 
only about $4 on 8. good day. 


Hig income depends, of course, 
on the price set by the local Chi- 
nese gold merchants, a price that 
Prasert follows as avidly as any 
Speculator. 


Prasert and about 20 others like 
‘him comprise a strange band of 
prospectors. They live from the 
sweepings of the gold and jewelry 
shops in a Chinese district of the 
city. Under a bridge the prospec- 
tors have small, charcoai-fired 
smelters to melt down the gold 
dust they collect. 


A Century Ago 


The goki shops began operat- 
ing in this district about a cen- 
tury ago, when it was at the 
main intersection of the city’s 
‘two busiest canals. It is Dow & 
traffic-jammed district af twist- 
ing streets where few tourists 
ventire. 


This is where the local Thais 
and Chinese buy their gold and 


experience, haggling over prices. 
drinking endless cups of tea and 
taking items from shop to shop 
for comparison. The merchants 
don't mind. They are allied by 
blood, marriage and convenience. 


In a Buddhist temple alongside 
the canal, which also sheds Sts 
peeling gold leaf into the canal, 
the venerable Rajpati, 2 77-year- 


old monk who ‘1.45 spent his Ife 
im the ‘area, sald, “I used to play 
along the canal when I was Β or 
7 years cid.

Italy Player Market Depressed: 
One Sold for a Goat, Some Ham 


ROME, Oct. 51 (AP}.—In perhaps on overdramatization of 
the depressed market value of Italian soccer players, one was 
sold yesterday for a goat and several pounds of ham. 

Midfielder Giuseppe Murgis, 27, was sent from the amateur 
Sardinian team of Polisportiva to Seulese in a barter deal that 
was “stark contrast to the exhorbitant price tags put on some 
players despite the financtal plight of most soccer clubs, 

“we don't want this transfer to be interpreted as a joke,” 
said Polisportiva president Ulisse Murgia, who is not related to 
the traded player. “What we mean with such a bargain is a 
kind of protest against scandalous transfer fees." 

What may be the bargain of the transfer market didn't 
even set a precedent in trading a player for livestock and food. 
The club president also disclosed that his team obtained a player 
last. summer for “some cases of wine.” 

The flashy and freewheeling and dealing Juventus, Milan
